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Minutes of January Session of Norfolk 


County Council, 1942 


First Day 
Council Chamber, Court House, 


Simcoe, Ont., January 20, 1942. 


The ninety-ninth council of Norfolk met in the Council 
Chamber in the Court House in the Town of Simcoe on Tues- 
day the 20th day of January, 1942, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Municipal Act. 


Council called to order at 2 p-m., the clerk presiding. 


In accordance with the Local Government Extension Act 
all Reeves and Deputy Reeves who filed certificates of election 
ror 1941, except Mr. George L. Woodley, Reeve of Waterford 
whose certificate of election for 1942 was filed, took their 
seats as members of the County Council for the current year. 


The clerk explained to the Council the provisions of the 
Municipal Act regarding election of Warden and called for 
nomination for Warden. 


Moved by Mr. Mutrie, seconded by Mr. Hall: That Bruce 
W. Whitside, Reeve of the Town of Simcoe, be Warden for 
the current year. Carried. 


No other nominations, Mr. Bruce W. Whitside was de- 
clared Warden for the current year. 


Moved by Mr. Sheppard, seconded by Mr. Slaght: That 
this Council adjourn for sufficient time to enable the War- 


den-elect to make his declaration of office. . Carried. 
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Council adjourned. 


Council resumed its sittings. 


The clerk read the Warden’s declaration of office and 
asked the Warden elect to take the gavel and preside over the 
Council. 


‘The Warden thanked the Council for the honour conferr- 
ed on him by the members of the Council and pledged his full- 
est co-operation in the work for the current year stressing the 
need for economy due to war conditions. 


The Warden appointed Mr. Charles L. Hail, Reeve of the 
Township of Townsend as Chairman of the Committee of the 


Whole. 


Moved by Mr. Pelton, seconded by Mr. Ferris: That 
Charles L. Hall be a member of the Good Roads Committee 
for the three years, 1942, 1943, 1944. Carried. 


Moved by Mr. Pelton, seconded by Mr. Woodley: That 
Robert E. Kelly be the Chairman of the Good Roads Commit- 
tee for the current year. Carried. 


Moved by Mr. Kelly, seconded by Mr. Pelton: That the 
Committee to appoint the Standing Committees for the year 
1942 be, Geo. W. Mutrie, Geo. L. Woodley, D. A. Nelles, Ross 
Williams and C. W. Slaght. Carried. 


Moved by Mr. Hall, seconded by Mr. Hyde: That the 
Norfolk County Council appoint three men to the Board of 
Directors of the Children’s Aid Society, one for three years, 
one for two years and one for one year and recommend that 
the Children’s Aid Society change their By-laws to conform 
with this resolution. Carried. 


Moved by Mr. Kelly, seconded by Mr. Pelton: That this 
Council adjourn for sufficient time for the Striking Commit- 
tee to report. Carried. 
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Council adjourned at 2.55 p.m. 


Council resumed its sittings at 3.40 p.m. 


Mr. Mutrie read the report of the committee to strike 
the standing committees for the current year.

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The Report of the Norfolk County Road System 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to you my Twenty- 
Fifth annual report on the Norfolk County Road System. 


In the early days of the settlement of this County the road 
from Turkey Point to Brantford seems to have been one cf 
the important thoroughfares. Then some roads were built for 
military purposes. One leading from Turkey Point across 
Charlotteville and Walsingham and Middleton in the direction 
of Tillsonburg, the Talbot Street crossing from the west part 
of the County towards Jarvis, and another leading from Port 
Dover towards Niagara. During this period certain roads 
were also opened under statute labor. The Hamilton and 
Port Dover Road was constructed as a plank road and com- 
pleted in 1842, 100 years ago. I might mention that about 
ten years ago a contractor laying tile in this road frequently 
struck a four-inch plank road about 1‘-6” to 2 feet below the 
level of the road bed. This road from Hamilton to Port Dover 
including the Caledonia Bridge was subsequently sold to a 
Toll Road Corporation for approximately $85,000. From this 
time on there was a considerable number of Toll Roads in the 
County which gradually disappeared due to the Municipalities 
desiring to take charge of their own roads. For a number of 
years County Councils were responsible for County Boun- 
dary, but later were only responsible for bridges on County 
lines and on Boundaries between adjoining Municipalities, or 
on roads which were assumed as County Roads. Previous 
to the County Council adopting the County Road System in 
1917, the roads in this County were kept up almost entirely by 
the Statute Labor System. Municipalities raising certain 
monies by taxation for special purpose. At the present time 
there are three systems: the King’s Highways, which are con- 
structed and maintained under the authority of the Provincial 
Government: the County system for which the County Coun- 
cil is responsible with the Province subsidizing the expendi- 
ture to the extent of 50 per cent.; and the Townships System 
under the control of the Township to which the Provinee, com> 
tributes 50 per cent. of the cost. 
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The total mileage of Roads in the County is: 199 of which 
60 miles are classed as King’s Highways. 


210 miles are County Roads. 


929 are Township roads. 


From 1920, when the first County Road was assumed by 
the Province as part of the Provincial System, until 1935, the 
County was required to pay 20 per cent. of the cost of Con- 
struction and Maintenance of these Highways. The approxi- 
mate amount spent during this period on these Highways was 
$2,902,800 to which this County contributed $418,560.00. It 
must be remembered that in addition to this amount the 
County of Norfolk had already spent approximately $350,000 
on the County Roads assumed by the Province as Provincial © 
Highways. On the County Road System assumed in 1917 
and the various roads assumed since, together with the ex- 
penditure made on County Roads assumed by the Province, 
also on the roads which were reverted to the Townships in 
1925, and including the payments made to the Urban Munici- 
palities in the County, a total expenditure of $4,198,395 has 
been made. ‘The subsidies made by the Provincial Govern- 
ment has amounted to $1,998,524, leaving a net payment by 
the County of $2,199,871. In addition to the levy made for 
taxes for road purposes there was $800,000 worth of deben- 
tures issued between 1917 and April 1933 for County Roads 
and Provincial Highways. There have been no debentures is- 
sued since 1933 and the outstanding debenture debt on Roads 
at the end of 1941 was $101,950. 


Since the adoption of the County Roads System in Nor- 
folk County there have been 147 different members of this 
Council and of these, 50 have been members of the County 
Road Committee. Mr. Theodore Cunningham of Windham 
Township was the chairman of the first Committee appoint- 
ed in 1917. Twenty-nine members served one year, 15 mem- 
bers served two years, 6 members served 3 years, Mr. P. D: 
Blayney was chairman of the Committee for 3 consecutive 
years and you, Mr. Warden, are the only member to have 
served 3 years as a member of the Road Committee and then 
become the Warden of the County. 
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The System as adopted in 1917 consisted of 240 miles. 
Various amendments were made in the succeeding years but 
in 1925 the County Road System was revised by the Depart- 
ment of Highways and the County of Norfolk was requested 
to pass a By-law in accordance with this revision. 60 miles 
of the original system was reverted to the Townships and 40 
miles of new roads were added, making the system 200 miles. 
To this has been added 10 miles making a total at the present 
etime ot 210° miles: 


While it is correct to say that the County has spent $4,- 
198,395 on County Roads since 1917, it should be pointed out 
that this does not represent a true picture of the expenditure 
made on the present system. If you take into account the 
amount of $350,000 expended on the roads assumed by the 
Province, approximately $420,000 had been spent on the roads 
which were reverted to the Townships in 1925, and the 
amount of $210,000 paid to the Urban Municipalities in the 
County, we find that there has been expended on the systein 
of 210 miles an approximate figure of $3,118,395. 


Immediately after the approval of the original By-law 
the Committee on County Roads composed of the Reeves of 
seven Rural Municipalities, together with the Warden, Mr. 
Joseph Cridland, made an inspection tour of the system and 
they realized the magnitude of the proposition they had 
adopted. There was only 5 miles or road graded to Highway 
standard, this being the road from the Village of Courtland 
to the Town of Tillsonburg, built originally by the late E. D. 
Tillson and operated for a number of years as atoll road. It is 
true that on some of the roads there was some gravel but the 
large majority of the roads were dirt and the bridges to a 
great extent were in bad state of repair. 


At the present time the Road System consists of .8 miles 
of Concrete road, 167.5 miles of black top road and 41.7 
miles of gravel and stone roads. 54 reinforced concrete cul- 
verts, 26 reinforced concrete bridges, 9 steel bridges, 2 wood- 
en bridges, approximately 3 miles of corrugated pipe culverts 
heve been installed and about 15 miles of under-drainage with 
tile and perforated pipe. 
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During the year 1941 the programme as passed at the 
May Session of this Council was adhered to as nearly as pos- 
sible. The chief features of the work were as follows: 


Road’ 1-1.2: miles Tar D.S.1% cost $1637.60, (Costiper 
mile $1365. 


A Laminex wood culvert was installed. Cost $1241.46. 
Road 8—.35 miles Tar Mulch. 


Road 104.4 miles Tar D.S.T. cost $5708.12. Cost per 
mile $1297.; .8 miles Soil Stabilization with Asphalt cost $6,- 
298.71. Cost per mile $7873.39. 


Road 11—.45 miles Tar Mulch; 3.4 miles Tar D.S.T., cost 
$4928.14. Cost per mile $1450. 


Road 13—1500 yds. of gravel was applied at a cost of $1,- 
583-93. 


Road 9—1733 yards of stone was applied at a cost of $3,- 
061.33; 5564’ of 6” perforated pipe was installed at a cost ot 
$5686.42; 1300 tons of 2-inch gravel was used for backfilling 
the trenches and most of the dirt excavation was used for 
widening shoulders. The labor cost for this work was $890.15. 
Five bad corners have been eliminated; 56.5 miles of Tar -Re- 
treatment was completed at an average cost of $546 per mile. 


The most important project was the construction work 
done on Road 7. This involves the construction of a bridge 
and a heavy cut and fill of half a mile. Plans were drawn in 
the early part of the year for a Steel Bridge on concrete abut- 
ment but owing to conditions in the Steel Mills the Depart- 
ment would not consent to the construction of a Steel Bridge 
and requested that a reinforced concrete bridge be erected. 
In accordance with this, new plans were prepared and a con- 
tract for the work was let on September 18th to the Wain- 
right Construction Ltd. with an understanding that the work 
should be commenced by October lst but owing to difficulties 
in regard to the reinforcing steel it was not until October 
7th that we were assured that the steel could be provided. The 
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bridge has been completed with the exception of the curbing 
and handrails. Approximately 35 per cent. of the cut and 
fill has been made. The expenditure up to December 3lst 
was $15,104.69. 


In addition to the trucks purchased in 1940, 2 more 3-ton 
G.M.C. Trucks were purchased to be used in the County Road 
Work on a rental basis. Cost of Trucks $3,880.00. Also pur- 
chased 1—Power Mower not on rental basis. Cost $975.00. 
Mileage for trucks for 1941, purchased in 1940—55,947. Mile- 
age for trucks purchased in 1941—30,961. 


During the past few years considerable mileage of sod 
shoulders have been cut off and a number of ditches recleaned. 
These operations tend to increase the growth of weeds and 
spraying of weeds with Atlacide was resorted to. 70 miles ot 
road was sprayed. While on some roads only sow thistle was 
sprayed, the total cost of this work was $2,366.23 or approxi- 
mately $32.00 per mile. 


During the last 13 years the County of Norfolk has built 
a considerable mileage of roads known as the Low Cost Sur- 
face Type. These naturally cost more to maintain than those 
of heavy construction. This may be due to several factors 
chief among which are the conditions of foundation and the 
amount of traffic using the roads. It is interesting to note 
that in Norfolk County in 1917 when the road system was 
adopted, there was a registration of 619 passenger cars and 
one truck. In 1940 the registration was 7,/80 passenger cars 
and 1,006 commercial vehicles. This means tremendous in- 
crease in travel on the roads. During the last 2 or 3 years 
long Mulch Patches have been used in repairing the roads and 
in most instances the cause has been the breakdown ot 
foundations. In view of this it seems necessary that severai 
miles of mulch work should be done each year to reinforce the 
present surfaces and to get a sufficiently stable road so that 
in case the foundation gives out the traffic will not be im- 


peded.
